Change Sought 
In New Route 
Across Upland 


Use of Sixteenth street instead 
of a route midway between Nine- 
teenth and ‘T’wntieth strets as 
a site for a new proposed free- 
wav through here is the aim of 
a petition to be considered by 
the Upland planning commission 
tonight. 

On the city’s 
the suggested 
Nineteenth street. Based on this 
map, officials of the California 
highway commission are mak- 
ing tentative arrangements to 
eventually build a new ‘upper’ 
freeway along the. foothills. West 
of Upland, the proposed route on 
the Upland map drops south to 
connect eventually with the route 
in Los Angeles county. 

Since it is the apparent plan 
to drop the freeway route south 
at some point west of Upland, 
it is the objective ot today’s pe- 
tition to have the route dropped 
south east of Upland rather than 
west of Upland. Roy Person, 
West Twentieth street, is one of 
the leaders in the movement to 
get the route changed. Sixteenth 
street is mentioned in the peti- 
tion as a suggested route due to 
its major thoroughfare status. 

Clyde V. Kane, highway com- 
mission engineer, said that work 
will be under way fifst on the 
route as far west as Alta Loma. 
When money is available site of 
the proposed route will be pur- 
chased through Upland. Mr. Kane 
suggested that if loca! people 
want a site other than that in- 
dicated on the zoning map, ac- 
tion should be taken by the plan- 
ning commission. 

With that in mind, Mr. Person 
and others became interested in 
the project and prepared the 
document ready for tonight’s 
meeting of the city planners. 
Many property owners in the 
citrus area signed the petition.

The sound and the ‘fury over 
the little seven-year-old Eagle 


Mountain boy have subsided. The 
television cameras have departed 
Riverside and Life Magazine is 
back covering the other news- 
fronts of the world. 

The boy himself has been sent 
home with his parents and we 
are pleased for his sake and the 
sake of his family that the ju- 
venile court saw fit to dispose 
of his case as it did. 

But having withheld comment 
until disposition was made, this 
newspaper feels the matter can- 
not. be allowed to drop without 
some discussion. 

That the boy had to be jaken 
into custody at all, had to be 
denied. the Christmas holiday 
with his family, that he and his 
family had to be subjected to 
the, ordeal through which they 
have been; these are things 
about which no one is happy. 

But there has been distortion 
and misunderstanding. Let’s 
have a.few things straight once 
and for all, This was not a crim- 
inal action. The little boy in

question was never charged with. 


anything. He was never arrested. 
He was not at any timé consid- 
ered a “‘sex suspect’? or a ‘‘sex 
offender’’, or any of the similar 
terms thrown around in this mat- 
ter with such reckless abandon.

as this, is meant to be protec- 
tive, not punitive. The ¢thild’s 
welfare is of primary consider- 
ation. 

At all times this child and his 


‘parents had the full benefit and 


protection of the law. They were 
represented at all times by coun- 
Juvenile officials did what 
they could to spare the boy and 
his family a public ordeal. That 
his case ended up in the glare 
of publicity was not the fault 
of the county juvenile officials 
or the juvenile court. 

One man may take credit for 
the unfortunate publicity atten- 


|dant upon this case. He is Paul 


V. Coates of Los Angeles. 
Nothing and no one was served 
by this publicity unless Mr. 
Coates feels it built his reader- 
ship and television audience. 
Justice would have been served 
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without Mr. Coates’ help. The 
decision made by Judge Waite 
would have been the same if 
\this case had been handled rou- 
tinely as county juvenile officials 
sought to do. 

Had Mr. Coates inquired of 
his city desk, or looked into ju- 
venile procedure he would have 
known that County Probation 
Officer Bert Van Horn and his 
aides were acting in accordance 
with the law. While Mr. Coates 
was free to paint these people 
as heartless ogres and state his 
case as he chose without worry- 
ing whether the facts of the mat- 
ter interfered, the juvenile offi- 
cers were prohibited by law, in 
the child’s interests, from stat- 


ing their case. 

Probation Officers Van Horn 
and Alvin Artz were criticized 
for doing their jobs as_ they 


thought they had to do them. If 
Mr. Coates doesn’t like the law 
which controls their actions, he 
is free to say so. But why vilify 
hard-working officials with good 
records for simply doing what 
they are required to do under 
the law? 

The petition—filed in the boy’s 
behalf—stated that he was taken 
into custody originally for plac- 
ing his hand under a little girl’s 
dress. On the surface this ap- 
pears to be nothing more than 
a child’s perfectly natural sexual 
curiosity. 

But it is important to under- 
stand - and Mr. Coates could 
have learned this before he put 
on his white armor and mounted 
his charger - that it is the cus- 
jtom in writing these petitions to 
understate, to take the most con- 
servative possible approach, and 
to let the full case be developed 
in the courtroom hearing.

Ruling On Restaurant 
Ceilings Requested 


Dr. M. E. Cosand, county 
health officer, maintained his 
opinion that bemaed ceilingd do 
not comply with city and county 
ordinances and the state law on 
restaurant sanitation in a recent 
letter to the city council. 

He is asking a ruling for the 
attorney general although he is 
issuing a restaurant permit to 
“Kick’s on 66’’, a restaurant at 
1869 West Foothill ® boulevard 
owned by S. A. Huffman. 

Mr. Huffman, owner and build- 
er of the new restaurant build- 
ing appealed to the city council 
for an opinion when his permit 
was held in abeyance because 
of beamed ceilings. 

An opinion by City, Attorney 
Henry Busch, approving beamed 
ceilings as within ordinance re- 
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gulations, was accepted by the 
council. A permit was ordered 
issued by the council. 


Of course the juvenile author- 
ities did not take custody of this 
child, make a full investigation 
of his circumstances and detain 
him simply on the basis of the 
one rgason stated in the petition.

Judge Waite, in his formal 
statement following the hearing 
he conducted, said the hearing 
was fully justified. Previously he 
had said the time necessary for 
investigation was not unduly 
lengthy. That we take to be full 
vindication of the probation of- 
fice. If Judge Waite had had 
reason to criticize the actions of 
the county juvenile officers he 
would have done so. He did rot. 


How to handle juvenile cases 
is a continuous problem to con- 
scientious newspapers and con- 
scientious newsmen. It involves 
secrecy under the law, in the 
,interest of the juvenile, and no 
newspaper relishes secrecy even 
where it seems in the public 
interest. It must be noted that 
the law imposes upon those who 
must act in secret a _ terrible 
responsibility and one they can- 
not relish either if they are rea- 
sonable men. As we say, it is 
a continuous problem to respon- 
sible newspapermen, deciding 
what to do with whatever infor- 
‘mation of this type they are able 
to get. 

The irresponsible have no such 
problem. They think only of the 
juicy story and how much juicier 
they can make it. They allow no 
other considerations. 

This newspaper does not and 
will not exploit juvenile cases. 
|We do not and will not build 
such cases yp to increase or

Old Newspaper Found Tuesday i 
Dated Exactly 23 Years Ago 


When a new felt base floor 
covering was laid on the floor

Gas Fume Dangers 
Greater In Winter 


Winter nights requiring added 
heat and cold mornings when it 
is necessary to coax the family 
car to life often lead to acciden- 
tal deaths and cases of near 
death due to faulty ventilation, 
Police’ Chief Ralph Palmer 
warned today. 

“Many lives are lost because 
of escaping gas. ’ 

“A careful householder makes 
certain that there is good ventil- 
ation when gas appliances ‘are 
used, and provides vents for dis- 
posal of fumes. 

“He also uses metal piping in- 
stead of rubber for gas connec- 
tions. He sees that the gas cocks 
fit tightly enough to prevent the 
control key from being turned 
too easily. He knows that pots 
which may boil over and extin- 
guish a gas flame should not 
be left unwatched. 

“We is careful to report all 
gas leaks to the gas company 
immediately and keep his fur- 
nate in good repair to prevent 
coal gas from escaping. Carbon- 
monoxide poisoning, which re- 
sults from inhaling fumes from 
the exaust of an automobile 
engine, can be avoided by run- 
ning-the engine only in the open 
or in a garage with wide open 
doors. t 

“Asphyxiation is also caused 
by stoppage of breathing due to 
mechanical reasons. Small hard 
substances such as coins or mar- 
bles should be kept out of the 
mouth since they may become 
lodged in the windpipe. 

“Very young children some- 
times suffocate while they are 
in bed. A young child’s covers 
should be fastened so that they 
cannot be pulled over his head, 
and only a small pillow, or no 
pillow at all should be used.’’
